Washington, April 17. — So embar­ 
rassing politically has become the op­ 
position to Judge John J. Parker as a 
supreme court Justice that two alter­ 
native plans of preventing an open 
republican party break ate being ar­ 
ranged by senate leaders. 
If they can, the leaders will hold 
the nomination in the senate judici­ 
ary committee indefinitely in order to 
prevent a discussion 
of 
the 
issues 
ruined by the nomination on the sen­ 
ate floor. 
Failing in that, and they fear they 
will fail. they will try to make an 
agreement for a closed executive ses­ 
sion of the senate to 
consider 
the 
nomination. 
It would be the first sec­ 
ret session of the senate since the 
rules were changed last spring, after 
the United Press published the secret 
debate and roll calls on the Lenroot 
and West nominations. 
Under the change in rules a major­ 
ity of the senate must be lined up in 
favor of the secret session before the 
doors can be closed. 
Some such step seems necessary to 
the leaders since publication of a tele­ 
gram sent to Senator Patterson, re­ 
publican. Missouri, by B. G. Voorhees, 
republican state chairman of Missouri. 
“In my judgment the confirmation 
of Judge Parker means that the re­ 
publican party might just as well say 
goodbye to Missouri for the next two 
or three elections at least," Voorhees 
stated. 
"It will be the first great affront 
given by a republican president and a 
republican senate to the negro race, 
since the days of Abraham Lincoln. 
“It was a long hard pull to put Mis­ 
souri in the republican column. 
It 
seems a pity that 
the 
fine 
results 
achieved through many years of un­ 
remitting effort in Missouri on 
the 
part of the republican state organisa­ 
tion should be thrown away in two 
short years.”^ 
Similar sentiments have been 
pri­ 
vately voiced by some of the leaders 
I rom the other so-called border states 
of West Virginia. Ohio, Kentucky, In­ 
diana and Illinois. They have caused 
alarm to the senators from those and 
other states, who must decide whether 
Judge 
Parker 
shall 
be 
confirmed. 
These include such stalwart republi­ 
cans as Goff, West Virginia; Robin­ 
son, Kentucky; McCulloch, Ohio; Rob­ 
inson and Watson, 
Indiana, 
(where 
there are 120,000 colored voters); and 
Glenn. Illinois. 
These senators, along with the farm 
bloc members who are opposing P ar­ 
ker because of his “yellow dog con­ 
tract" decision, and a few democrats, 
are the only ones now listed in the 
opposition 
camp. 
The 
attitude 
of 
some of these still is doubtful. 
Parliamentarians 
believe 
Parker 
would be confirmed if the 
vote 
is 
taken in executive 
session 
without 
open debate and the inevitable airing 
of the union labor and negro issues. 
Acquisition by the Radio Corpora­ 
tion of America of the manufacturing 
and engineering radio interests of the 
General 
Electric and 
Westinghouse 
Companies 
has 
brought 
renewed 
charges of a gigantic “radio monopoly" 
in violation of the anti-trust laws to 
the attention of senators. 
While the justice department 
pre­ 
pared to investigate 
radio 
mergers, 
two important movements looking to­ 
ward the restriction 
of 
monopolies 
are under way in the senate interstate 
commerce committee. 
One is embodied in the Couzens bill 
for formation of a 
commission 
on 
communications. This proposd body 
would supervise all communications 
companies, both wire and wireless, as 
well as firms carrying power 
across 
state borders. 
It would have super­ 
visory powers far wider than 
those 
now exercised by the federal power 
and federal radio commisaions. 
The committee also is holding hear­ 
ings to determine the advisability of 
depriving 
the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission of its railroad merger-ap­ 
proving power until congress can en­ 
act new legislation “to 
protect 
public" from monopolies. 
The federal government 
now has 
pending in U. S. district courts more 
than 30 suits attacking alleged mono­ 
polies under these anti-trust statutes 
It also is investigating about 60 other 
recent mergers with a view to possible 
prosecution. 
The senate turned to immigration 
legislation today with the possibility 
that a general debate on the national 
origins system of selecting immigrants 
would be precipitated. Meanwhile, vet­ 
erans' legislation absorbed the atten­ 
tion of the house.

OF THE ISLANDS 
Iloilo, P. I., April 17. (IM*) 
Death 
and destruction stalked hand in hand 
today as the disastrous 
fire 
which 
started in a lumber mill 
at 
Hatfny. 
Negroes Island, Tuesday, continued to 
speed its reign of terror to other set­ 
tlements. 
Meagre reports said that four were 
known dead but that the actual death 
toll when finally checked would he 
much greater. 
More than 12,000 n a­ 
tives are homeless and 
damage 
ex­ 
ceeding $5,000,000 has 
already 
been 
done by the fire. 
The blaze which started in the In­ 
sular Lumber Company’s 
mill 
and 
gutted the plant, quickly spread 
to 
the village of Fabrica and Is now en­ 
dangering the Barrio of Cadiz. 
The .fire 
represents 
the 
greatest 
single destruction in the history of the 
Philippines and the largest 
oriental 
fire on record. 
Communication with the devastated 
area is crippled, making an accurate 
estimate of the death and damage to 
property practically impossible. 
A fire wiped out the same plant six 
years ago during Holy Week. The mill 
was established by 
former 
Senator 
Fas*att Elmira, of New York. 
Forests in the vicinity of the fire 
were threatened. Many valuable acres 
of mahogany trees are believed des­ 
troyed. 
Apart from taking every precaution 
to save the village of Cadiz, efforts to 
bring the fire under control have been 
abandoned. 
The fire has been blazing 48 hours 
and still was out of control today. In­ 
habitants of Cadiz were abandoning 
their homes as the blaze swept nearer.1 
No effort was made to save their prop 
arty. 
All agreed the fire could not be con­ 
trolled until it had burned itself out, 
or winds shifted. 
In the meantime, 
roads 
were 
jammed 
with 
carabao 
carts as the 
frantic 
peasants 
fled, 
bearing furniture, bedding and other 
hastily-assembled 
bits 
of household 
property. 


Iloile, P. I., April 17. 
Balked in its 
spread by the river between Sagay 
and Centrallopes, the worst fire in the 
history of the Philippines was burn­ 
ing itself out today. 
Iratest reports indicated at lear* 20 
dead. 
Rehabilitation workers feared 
m any more bodies would be found in 
the blackened debris of the huge ma­ 
hogany forest adjacent to the village 
of Fabrica. 
M. E. Gray, manager of the Insular 
Lumber Company, on whose proper­ 
ties the conflagration began, succumb­ 
ed to desperation today, advices said, 
and attempted suicide 
Friends Trun­ 
c a te d the attempt, snatching sway 
his revolver. 
The monster blaze, growing 
as 
it 
swept through more 
than 
25,000,000 
board feet of mahogany, was halted 
on the banks of the river that crossed 
its path from Fabrica to Centrallopes. 
Every report today bore 
out 
the 
fear that first estimates of the catas­ 
trophe were under-estimated. 
It is not known that the entire town 
and mill were razed. 
Thirteen thousand natives are home­ 
less. 
Five thousand are out of work. 
All night the homeless, panic strick­ 
en peasantry stood at a safe distance 
and watched the red glow across the 
sky. 
At intervals blazing mahogany 
logs, like huge rockets, would lurch 
into the sky as flames overtook dyna­ 
mite caches in the woods. 
Constabulary, working under direc­ 
tion of the Red Cross, were busy to ­ 
day laying the groundwork of rehab­ 
ilitation.
